RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 2nd December 1970 

No, lfl-87/70-S.IIl,—The Anthropological Survey ol India was established in 
December 1945 as a specialized organisation for advanced research in anthoropology, 
with the following objectives: 

(1) To study the tribes and other communities of India both from the 

biological and cultural point of view; 

(2) To study and preserve the human skeletal remains, both modern and 

archaeological; 

(3) To collect samples of arts and crafts of the tribes of India; 

(4) To function as a training centre for advanced students in anthropology; 

and 

(5) To publish the results of the researches. 
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The Survey has carried out considerable research work both in Cultural and 
Physical Anthropology on tribal groups like the Onge of Little Andaman, the 
Adi of NEFA and the tribes of Bastar. Important work has been done in anthro¬ 
pometric and serological studies on the people of India, on the reconstruction 
and measurement of prehistoric skeletal material and on the distribution of traits 
of material culture all over India. The Survey has also been advising the Gov¬ 
ernment of India In matters relating to Anthropology. 

2. Interest In Anthropology has considerably grown In the country .alnce 
Independence. Several universities In India have established Departmerita of 
Anthropology, and tribal research institutes liave been established in many States. 
It has, therefore, become necessary to review the role, functions and programmes 
of the Anthropological Survey of India, especially In its collaborative and clear¬ 
ing-house programmes, so as to promote concerted action to obtain the fullest 
possible knowledge of the people of India and to make this knov ''dge available 
tor the use of administrators and researchers. 

3. The Government of India have, therefore, decided to reorganise and streng¬ 
then the Anthropological Survey of India to enable it to discharge its expanded 
responsibilities effectively. The Survey will now have the following broad ob¬ 
jectives; 

(i) To contlue its original commitment of uninterrupted researches and 

surveys in social/cultural and physical anthropology throughout the 
country; 

(ii) To lay special emphasis on the applied aspects of anthropology which 

have contemporary relevance and national significance; 

(iii) To work in close collaboration with University Departments of 

Anthropology, tribal research institutes and other organisations in¬ 
terested in anthropology; and 

(iv) To function as a clearing-house, at the national level, for aU agencies 

In the field of anthropology. 

4. The broad programmes through which these objectives will be achieved are 
as under: 

(i) It is essential for the Survey to maintain close contracts with Univer¬ 
sity Departments of Anthropology, Tribal Research Institutions, the 
Indian Council of Social Science Research and other organiza¬ 
tions working in the field of Anthropology. From this point of view, 
there will be a programme of exchange of scientific personnel bet¬ 
ween the Survey and the University Departments and other Institu¬ 
tions working in the field of Anthropology. Persons from these 
Institutes will be taken by the Survey to work for a limited period 
on approved projects. Professional staff of the Survey, in return, will 
be deputed from time to time for specific periods to do project-cwm- 
research work in the Universities and other Institutions working in 
the field of Anthropology. The Survey will also operate the pro¬ 
gramme of Senior and Junior Fellowships which will be ordinarily 
of the same value and carry the same terms and conditions, as similar 
Fellowships given by the University Grants Commission. The num¬ 
ber of these Fellowships will be regulated in relation to the needs of 
the situation. 

(ill The Survey will establish a clearing-house Unit In collaboration with 
the Indian Council of Social Science Research. 

(iii) The Publication Unit and the Regional Research Stations of the Survey 
will be suitably strengthened for carrying out the widened objectivea 
of the Survey for better collaboration with University Department’s. 
The Survey will publish an annual volume reviewing the progress 
made In the country in the field of Anthropology during the year. 

(Iv) There will be an Advisory Committee on Anthropology. It will include 
representatives of the Government of India, the Indian Council of 
Social Science Research, University Departments of Anthropology and 
allied disciplines and other Research Institutes working in the field 
of Anthropology, The principal function of the Committee will be to 
advise the Government of India in relation to the plans and pro¬ 
grammes of the Survey and on such other related matters as may be 
referred to it from time to time. 
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(v) The Director of the Survey will be assisted in his professional work by 
two senior officers who would separately be responsible for lulturaf/ 
social an-d physical anthropology respectively. The Administrative 
set up of the Survey will be properly strengthened in the context of 
the increased responsibilities of the Survey.
